Interview summary: In a telephone conversation with B.J...Sadoff attorney for the 
applicant, on 01/14/2009, errors in the previously presented Restriction/Requirement 
filed 11/1 9/2008 were discussed. Examiner agreed to present a new 
Restriction/Requirement including the pending withdrawn claims. Accordingly, 
previously presented Restriction/Requirement is withdrawn.

This structural unit is not a contribution over the prior, because it is found in thiophenol 
(CAS Number: 108-98-5) which is well known in the prior art (see abstract of US 
3519584).
